Friend., of whom the Pious Father re- 
ports, That ſbe conſtantly led ſuch a kind of 
Dying Life, that (be fancyd her ſelf Old and 
Decaying : before  fhe Remembred that ſhe \was 
Young and Handſom ; | and every time, ſhe dif- 
robed her ſelf, flall the thaughts of | ſhifting her 
Earthly Tabernacle Sprung up in her Mind, Thus 
the Bleſt Soul ſpenc her Days. — And naw the 
Tragick part comes on. | Here I could willing- 
ly be excuſed, and with Timantbes the Painter 
throw. a Veil over the reſt.
